is hereby Declared a Spy, and ſhall be appꝛehended, tmp2tſoned and p2occeded 
againſt as a Spy, actoꝛding to the Rules of war. And the ſald Loꝛds and Com- 
mons do further Oꝛder, That all ſuch perfons do fozbear upon the penalty afoꝛe⸗ 
ſaid, to return oꝛ come within the ſaid Lines, without Licenſe under the hands of 
the Committee appointed foꝛ Compoſittons at Goldſmiths Hall : And the Com- 
mittee of the Militia of London; and their Sub-Committees in their ſeveral Li- 
mits reſpectively , are hereby required to keep ſtrict Guards and Watches, and 
cauſe frequent ſearches to be made, and to take care foꝛ the due execution of this 
O2der, - P2ovided,. That this Oꝛder no2 any thing a contained, ſhall 
extend to wt gun oz perſons who ſhall obtain Licenſe under the hands of the 
Committee of Goldfmitths Hall to continue within the Limits afozeſatd; Pꝛo- 
vided, That this Oꝛder oz any thing herein contained, ſhall not extend to any per- 
ſon's; perſons who came in to the Parliament befo2e the firſt of June laſt, and are 
cleared: by both Houſes of Parliament from their Delinquency.
